Thursday night television viewers of three of the 
four Indianapolis television stations witnesbed one of 
the most shocking displays of live coverage of an 
event as has ever been since the killing of Lee 
Harvey Oswald by Ja ck Ruby in 1963. 
It w as the case of a mad gunamn, who had rigged a 
gun to the head ot another man. and had held him 
hostage for three days. A frightening experience, 
there seemed at almost any time the nervousman 
with his finger on the trigger of a sawed-off shotgun 
could have slipped and blow n his captive’s head off in 
front of millions of television viewers. The crowd 
around the gunamn of news reporters could have also 
triggered the gunman, but fortunately that did not 
happen. 
The man stated over and over again that he was the 
most sane man he had ever known. One would think 
that if one must go around declaring one’s saneness, 
that saneness would be questioned. 
A deputy prosecutor said late last night there will 
be all sorts of second guessing on how the situation 
was handled, and that, probably was the most honest 
statement made during the entire ordeal. Should the 
police allowed the gunman to go before the television 
cameras, should the police have agreed to total im­ 
munity from prosecution, should the police let the 
man subject his hostage to the humilation he had to go 
through*’ 
But the final statement should declare the final 
results. No one was injured, including the hostage. No 
one was killed. The man who held the hostage is now 
in custody, and he will be tried for his atrocious ac­ 
tions. The outcome, underanymeans.willsatisfy most 
that the action taken was the correct action. 
So what now' of the gunman? With the television, 
radio, and press coverage of the events, could this 
man get a fair trial? After all, he is entitled to it under 
the law.

Early Recognition o f 'LE' Important 


A member of my family was 
stricken 
with 
Lupus 
Erythematosus. This little 
understood disease can be 
tragic. I feel that it would be of 
great value if you were to bring 
to the attention of your readers 
information about this condition 
so that it can be recognized 
earlier and treated more in­ 
tensively. — Dr. H .B., Calif. 
Dear Dr. B.: 
I am delighted to cooperate 
with you and the American 
Lupus Society in disseminating 
this information. 
Lupus erythematosus (L E ) 
was once considered entirely a 
skin condition. Later, it was 
learned that internal organs 
were also affected by LE. The 
name “ lupus” in Latin means 
“ wolf.” The name was first 
given to the disease because the 
discoloration, or redness, of the 
skin resembled a wolf bite. 
One 
of 
the 
problems 
associated with LE is that there 
is no single pattern of symp­ 
toms. L E can mimic the 
symptoms of many 
other 
diseases, and strike many parts 
of the body, often confusing 
even 
the 
most 
expert 
physicians. 
Although the exact cause is 
vague, much information is 
being accumulated and new 
diagnostic blood studies are 
already available to flush out 
suspected cases. 
The disease is not contagious 
and is not considered to be 
hereditary. 


A number of drugs are 
available, especially of the 
cortisone group, to effectively 
control LE, particularly when 
the diagnosis is made early. 


The American Lupus Society, 
located in Torrance, Calif., 
deserves the support of the 
American people.

At hand, for instance, is a press release 
reporting that the Agriculture Department 
has 
granted 
Colorado 
State 
University 
$43,716 for research on a solar potato dryer 
Potatoes, in effect, dried by the sun' 
Fancy that! 
I was so impressed I decided to pay a visit 
to The Future Is Yesterday Foundation, a 
privately-endowed think tank and research 
center, to see if any other solar power 
breakthroughs might be in prospect 
“ You have come to the right place,” said 
Sam Harkenback, the foundation's executive 
director 
He directed me into a open courtyard 
behind the main laboratory There he called 
my attention to what appeared to be a 
strand of wire stretched between two poles. 
“ This is our latest experimental project,” 
Harkenback said proudly. “ What we're after 
here is a solar clothes dryer.” 
I gave a low whistle “ That’s pretty far 
out," I exclaimed 
“ How in tarnation does 
the darn thing w ork?" 
Stripped of technical jargon, the process, 
as explained by Harkenback, essentially 
involves 
taking 
wet 
clothing 
out 
of 
a 
washing machine and hanging it up outdoors 
on a wire, or “ line,” as it is called 


“ When the atmospheric conditions are 
right, the rays of the sun will dry the 
garments as thoroughly as a gas or an 
electric dryer,” he said 
I was still a hit skeptical "What about the 
wind?” I asked 
“ If there is a good stiff 
breeze, won t it blow the clothes off the 
lin e?" 
“ I didn t say we had all of the hugs 
worked out,” Harkenback replied testily. 
“ Our theoreticians have been spitballing 
that problem and they’re currently thinking 
in terms of maybe using small clasps, or 
pins, to hold the garments in place.” 
I said, “ Is there any chance this concept 
will ever become commercially feasible?” 
Harkenback s eyes clouded over with a 
visionary mist “ I can foresee a day when 
virtually every home in America will have a 
solar clothes dryer iii the hack yard ” 
I said, “ What about people who live in- 
a paym ents?” 


Although the solar clothes dryer is in the 
most advanced stage of testing, it is by no 
means the only application of solar energy 
that the foundation is, as they say in the 
laboratory, "fooling around with."

development 
of a 
solar 
reading 
lamp 
Details are being kept confidential to protect 
patent 
rights, hut 
basically the concept

Expand Credit

Secretary Bob Bergland probably will soon 
expand government credit for building farm 
grain storage bins by cancelling many if not 
all restrictions placed on the program four 
years ago by the Nixon administration, 
government sources say. 
One expert said the move could more than 
double the amount loaned to farmers to 
built on-farm facilities for storing corn wheat, 
and other crops. 
The loans involved are granted by the 
Agriculture 
D e p a r t m e n t 
under 
a 
longstanding farm storage facility credit 
program In the year ending June 30, 1973, 
before the Nixon administration crackdown 
took effect, farmers borrowed more than 
$156 million under the program. 
During 1973, with national stocks of grains- 
rapidlv shrinking because of reduced global - 
production 
and 
soaring 
export 
demand, 
administration 
officials 
tightened 
t h e 
program terms drastically 
First, the department ruled farmers who 
previously had to put up only 15 per cent of 
their own money on new bins would have to 
raise a 30 per cent down payment and could 
get financing for only 70 per cent of the cost. 
Also, the ceiling on the facility loans was 
lowered from $35,000 to the current level of 
$25,(XX). 
And 
the 
program 
was 
further 
restricted by two other steps: 
Under a 1973 regulation which is still in 
effect, farmers were told they could no 
longer include in their loans the cost of 
concrete foundations and wiring needed in 
erecting storage facilities. 
— The amount of storage for which a 
farmer could get credit was reduced. Before 


1973 a producer could borrow enough for 
facilities to hold two years production of 
corn or other crops. The current limit is one 
year’s production. 
Following the restrictions, lending on the 
program dropped from $156 million to a low 
of $23 million in the 1975 fiscal year before­ 
recovering to nearly $50 million in the year - 
ending last summer. Loans for the current 
fiscal year — assuming program terms 
remain unchanged — have been tentatively 
forecast at about $60 million. 
But if all the Nixon-era restrictions are 
canceled and the program returned to its 
pre-1973 level, one analyst said loans could 
bounce back to or above the $156 million 
Bevel. 


Another 
expert 
said 
Bergland 
w a s 
considered 
likely 
to order a 
return 
to 
approving loans for two years crop storage 
and to drop or modify most of the other 
Nixon restrictions including the higher down 
payment rule. There may be hesitancy, 
however, 
to 
fully 
restore 
credit 
for 
foundations and wiring, the expert said. 


Bergland 
also 
will 
have 
a 
chance 
beginning April I to reduce the current 7.5 
per cent interest rate on the loans, experts 
noted. A source said GD P officials who set 
that rate last year ignored their own written 
policy of holding the rate down to equal the 
government’s cost of borrowing money. 
Bergland has said he probably will “ loosen 
up” the storage facility loan program as 
part of a broader effort to help farmers 
keep control of .surplus grains by storing 
them on the farm 
A second phase of the 
plan will be a proposal to give producers the 
right to extend crop support 
loans for 
periods of several years, Bergland says.

Managing director IL B Brooks-Baker said 
the 
company 
now 
sees 
its 
policy 
of 
investigating only the pedigrees of blue- 
hloods 
as 
“ a 
rather 
negative 
way 
of 
thinking 
“ We've had hundreds of inquiries like this 
(from commoners) for the past 
several 
years 
And we can’t continue saying 
no’ 
without a good reason." 
Debrett’s own history extends back to 
1675 
It is best known for its publication, 
“ Debrett’s Peerage” — sometimes called 
Britain's “ genealogical Bible.” 
Its compilers keep up with the country’s 
dukes and duchesses and lords and ladies, 
with the Royal Warrant holders (merchants 
who serve the royal households), with select 
clubs and restaurants. A new edition is

Basically they involve scouring civil birth, 
marriage and death records, earlier parish 
registers and studying census returns Other 
sources of information include wills, court 
records, 
government 
employee 
records, 
gravestones and emigration records 


The company’s fees vary widely because 
they are computed according to the time 
and expense involved in each research case 
Debrett’s suggests that its customers set a 
budget figure for a particular phase of 
research 


“ We then carry out research into your 
ancestry, and when our costs have reached 
the amount of your budget, we write and 
report to you on what we have discovered, 
how far back we have traced your ancestry, 
and with our opinions as to prospects of 
discovering more,” the pamphlet explains 
But patching together those phases to 
form a complete family history can become 
expensive Debrett’s gives an example of an 
$8(X) search for the four grandparents of one 
man 


One grandfather was easy to find 
he 
was from a farming family established for 
300 years in one district 
But a maternal 
grandmother proved more difficult to trace
